froming a beautiful and touching sym- 
bol of the dece.ased being cut down 
by the great reaper death. 
Upon the 
top of the coffin was a 
floral 
wreath, 
given b}^ the Chicago Veteran Club. 
At each end, facing the remans, stood 
a soldier of the Detroit Light Guards, 
with rifle and fixed bayonet at parade 
refci, each guard immovable as a sta- 
tue. 
The remains were clothed in the 
usual black broadcloth suit. 
The up- 
per half 
of the bodj' could be seen 
through aFrenclî plate glass, covering 
the arms, peacefully folded across the 
breast. 
The determined face seemed 
as natural as life. It is estimated that 
from 8.15 to 1 o'clock not less than 
18,000 persons viewed the remains. 


Religious rervices were held at the 
residence at 1 p. m. by Rev. Dr. Pier- 
son.

The court coavened at 9 o^clock to 
decide V/hether or not the trial should 
proceed with eleven jurors. 


Dr. Anderson testified that the juror 
Lewis Ridenour is in a very critical 
condition and ^s net likely to be "at 
himself'' for a month or more; he is 
ii rational and is not able to sit on the 
case now; I think that the attack is 
largely due to the strain of this case 
upon his mind. 


Cross-examined—My honest opinion 
is that he will never be able to perform 
the duties offa jurymanjagain; I think 
it would endanger his life to put him 
back on the jury. 


Dr. Stemen testified—I have been a 
practicing physician for 22 years; I 
visited Lewis Ridenour this morn- 
ing; 
he 
was 
in 
a 
raving 
con- 
dition; 
this 
morning 
his 
pulse 
was 130. 
He is not able to serve as a 
juror, and it is uncertain when he 
will be able to .serve. 
I do not think 
it would be safe for the life of the 
man to put him back on the jury. 
I 
could not say whether or not he would 
be able to remember the evidence 
already given. 


This concluded the testimony as to 
the condition of the juror. 


The state objected to proceeding 
with eleven jurors on the ground that 
it would be error, and moved that the 
present jury be discharged and that a 
new jury be empanneled to try the 
defendant on the same charge. 


The defense objected to the dis- 
charge of the jury as being a great 
wrong 
to 
the 
defendant, 
and 
claimed 
that 
the 
prosecution 
did 
not 
apprehend 
error, 
and 
otiered to supply another juryman 
and have the testimony read by the 
reporter. 


Hon. 
Walpole (x. Colerick here 
made a very pathetic speech in favor 
of the continuation of the trial under 
the above c< n lition^, saying that the 
cou^should feel no embarrassment; 
that^f the supreme court held the 
trial to be irregular the defendant 
could be tried again, and protested 
again and again against the discharge 
of the jury. 


Mr. Hench followed and said that 
if any man said that he did not prose- 
cute all cases for the past six years 
faithfully, he was "a falsifier and,the 
truth was not in him." 


Whereupon Hon. G. AV. Colerick 
arose, 
and 
approaching 
the 
speaker, 
started 
to 
say 
some- 
tlii))g when Mr. Hench turned to him 
and said that he did not refer t® him. 


^Ir, Colerick : "If you did, I should 
have reprimanded you, sir." 


Mr. Hench: '-I only wish to say 
that I ain't afraid of you." 


Mr. Stratton followed in an argu- 
ment for the discharge of the jury. 


Henry Colerick argued that for the 
continuation of the ' trial by putting 
on another jiiror, citing precedents. 


The court, .ifter hearing the argu- 
ment.s, and after due delib^eration, de- 
cided to allow the jury to separate 
and diaperse to their rc.spective homes 
until next Monday at 1 o'clock, when 
they should sgain re-assemble, and

would 
then 
decide. 
In 
case 
the 
sick 
juror 
could 
not attend, whether to ailow the trial 
to proceed with eleven jurors or fill 
the panel with a now man and read 
the evidence to him or to discharge 
the jury and recommence the trial.
